Doubtless

Repair, Growth and Waste 
There is continually going on in 
the Body a work of disintegration..or 
a tearing-down and a -building-up pro- 
cess; which varies somewhat in the 
thtee different periods into which life 
Naturally is divided. First there is 
the period of growth, when the repair

continues to live or not. 
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Most of the diseases of advanced 
life are due to interruptions in the 
process of waste and repair.. Many 
of these diseases are of a rheumatic 
or gout nature, and many are of a 
degenerative character, such as heart 
and kidney diseases. In all of these 
‘diseases there is an excess of poi- 
sonous «waste material in the body, 
and because of poor elimination this 
poison is reabsorbed and deposited in 
the joints or in the tissues, thus has- 
tening the conditions that make one 
old. This retention of waste may be 
slight at first, but if it were only a 
grain a day it would amount to nearly 
an ounce in a year, and in the course 
of several years a sufficient accumu- 
lation would have taken place to pro- 
duce serious results.” It is these poi- 
sons that affect the lining of the 
heart and arteries, giving rise to an 
increase of the blood-pressure, but the 
human machine. was made as a .low- 
pressure engine, and so to subject it 
to a constant high pressure simply 
means that the process of aging must 
be hastened. 

To erect a safe building it is neces- 
sary first to lay a good foundation. 
The man or woman who thinks 50 or 
60 is early enough to begin to prepare 
to have a hale and happy old age will 
be much disappointed. The things that 
people are going to do at different 
ages never are realized. Age is illu- 
sive. A young man at 20 says: “Well, 
at 25 I will do differently.” But at 
25 he is the same man. Then the 
time is extended to 35, and then to 45, 
and so,on year after year with many 
of the habits of life accentuated. 
Those who do not cultivate 
cheer and smiles and graciousness and 
generous feelings and good habits in 
the first three or four decades of life 
are not going to do so later. It is 
for this reason that old age does not 
grace many persons. Those who grow 
old gracefully never give the impres- 
sion that they are old. A famous 
American used to say that he was 82 
years young, and there are some who 
give this impression 

Old age is the time for reaping, but 
if the sowing has been poor the reap- 
ing will be disappointing and not only 
that, but likely exceedinly disagree- 
able One should come to “a full 
age, like as a shock of corn cometh 
in his season.” 

Those advanced in years should 
avoid any excess in eating and drink-

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AE WAS MEAD OF THE BLOOD 
BAND OF THE BLACKFEET, 


Celebrated Old-Time Chief Opposed 
Any Sale of Indian Lands to the 
Paletaces—He Lived In a Mod- 
ern House and Was a Leater of 
Agriculture Among the Indians 
—Wore a Uniform. 


With the passing of Crop-Earea 
Wolf, one of the last of the old-time 
Indians is gone. The deceased chief 
was bead of the Blood band of the 
Blackféet, whose reserve is the larg- 
er’ in Canada, Wolf was the chief 
adviser of some 1,200 Indians aad 
nothing was done without bis sanc- 
tion. He was stern with his own 
people, but kind to tbe white maa 
as long as he did nothing to inter- 
fere with the Indian or his rights. 
He was a most careful guardian of 
Indian rights. Some years ago an 
agitation was raised by farmers ip 
the vicinity of the reserve to buy @ 
portion of the southern section, ly- 
ing in the vicinity of the town of 
Cardston. A price was offered that 
would have made every Indian on 
the reserve independently rich, but 
the old chief resolutely refused te 
give his consent. He would have 
nothing to do with the sale of Indian 
lands to the white map. He insisted 
that the Indian treaty gave the re- 
serve to the Indians as long as grass 
grew and water flowed, and from his 
pogition he could not bo moved. 

t is said that one of the last 
things Crop-Eared Wolf did before 
his death was to call bis minor 
chiefs and people together and make 
them promise that they would never 
sell their land to the white man, 
Their tract is one of the most fertile

| fn the whole Province of Alberta, 
and would be valuable as a tract for 
colonization purposes. 

Crop-Eared Wolf was the proud 
possessor of one of the medals given 
to the Indian chiefs of Westerp 
Canada some years ago. He always 
wore the uniform of a chief, which 
in modern times is blue serge with 
brass buitons, supplied by the ly 
dian Department. 

He was an ardent advocate of 
peace. Many a tempestuous time oy 
the Blood reserve was brought to @ 
happy iseue through his interven 
tior. At the time the Indian mur- 
derer, Charcoal, was at large, Crop- 
Eared Wolf was one of the party 
constantly on the watch for his cap- 
ture. It was through his help that 
Jas. Wilson, agent on the Blood re- 
serve at tho time, was able to make 
the capture that brought the mur- 
derer to the gallows. 

Crop-Fared Wolf had a_ greater 
sense of the fitness of things than ta 
generally found in an Indian. It ig 
told that a photographer called op 
him once for the purpose of taking 
his picture. Wolf was very indlg- 
nant. He explained through the 
interpreter that it would have been 
correct etiquette if he had invited 
tbe camera man to visit him, but it 
was a violation of good taste for bim 
to comé unsoliciated, Wolf bad. an 
aversion to having his face snapped, 
and the photographer bad to return 
home without his picture. 

Crop-Eared Wolf ‘had a home as 
well furnished as most houses in 
towns and cities. Carpets covered 
the floors. The wigwam, with its 
open fireplace, was replaced by the 
kitchen with ite modern, range, in- 
stead of sleeping on a blanket on the 
ground, this Indian had a comfort. 
able mattress and bed. Lamps li! 
the house, blinds covered the win- 
dows, cooking utensils hung in thelr 
proper places, a table vi
